FIXING OF STEEL PRICES FOR 
ALL INDUSTRIES PROPOSED 


Shipping Board Will Ask Trade Com- 
mission to Act to Prevent 
Undue Advances. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission will be asked 
soon by Chairman Denman of the 
Shipping Board to fix a uniform price 
for steel and steel products for all in- 
dustries throughout the country. The 
commission will be asked to name a 
price which will afford the produc- 
ers a fair profit not only on steel 
but on pig iron, iron ore and every 
other material entering into the 
manufacture of steel. 5 

The method of procedure will be 
for the commission to suggest to all 
iron and steel manufacturers and ore 
producers that they unite and name 
a price themselves, subject to the 
commission's approval. Should they 
refuse, the Government has power to 
commandeer the plants. 

With the Government obtaining its 
steel for ships at a comparatively low 
price, it is feared that without re- 
strictive action prices of steel and 
iron to other industries soon will at-

SOCIAL DEMOCRATS IN FINLAND 
DECLARE FOR INDEPENDENCE 


Resolution Demands Separation From 
Russia and Surrender of All 
Fortifications. 

HELSINGFORS, Finland, June 
The Social Democratic congress of Fin- 
land has adopted resolutions demanding 
separation of Finland from Russia and 
the formation of an independent repub- 
lic. Under the plan proposed Russia 
would not have the right to keep troops 
on Finnish territory in time of peace or 
to possess any fortifications. Economic 
relations between) Finland and Russia 
would be regulated as between foreiga 
countriés. 

The Finnish Social 
dressed the Social Demotrats of all 
countriés, especially Russia, asking 
them to support establishment of Fin- 
land’s independence by an international 
agreement on the ground that the Rus- 
sian Government which is characterized 
as a bourgeois is incapable of giving 
adequate guarantees of the inviolabil- 
ity of Finland’s freedom.

When they saw Crites, they are said 
to have told, Crites told them he would 
have to have an additional $1000 on the 
optometry bill.

At the Jewish Educational Alliance with 
Mrs. Oscar Leonard as chairman, Miss 
Betty Best of the public schools domes- 
tic science forces, volunteering her eve- 
ning as a teacher, and the Conservation 
Committee furnishing the food stuffs, 
some o women gather one evening each 
week to learn the new American econ- 
omy. 

We are trying to get them to use 
more vegetables and less animal foods, 
explained Mrs. leonard. 

But the lesson this evening was on 
beets and it must be that beets are one 
vegetable they do use, for though the 
pupils speak Yiddish and the teacher 
English, and it ie somewhat difficult 
to overcome this handicap, the pupils 
managed to convey to the teacher some 
recipes for preparing beets which she 
had to confess she had not met before. 

Be careful not to break the skin of 
the beet as you wash it and place it in 
the boiling water,“ said the teacher. 

“Oh, but my way is better.“ exclaimed 
Mrs. Faber, ‘‘I peel it so it bleeds in 
the water.“ 

Then you throw away the substance. 
the mineral salts, away in the water.“ 
said Miss Best, for you cannot use 
the water. 

“Oh, yes, I can. I keep the water and 
I chop the beets up in it and it makes 
fine borsh (soup), insisted the Jewish 
woman. 

“That is a good way.“ said Mrs. Son- 
neschein. But the best way is to make 
beet jelly. Beet jam is good, too, and 
beet sour 

So they learned from Miss Best to 
make a beet salad with boiled dressing 
and Miss Best, it she cared to, learned 
from them to make beet soup, beet jelly, 
and beet jam. And altogether what is 
lost in respect and obedience to the 
laws laid down by the Conservationists 
is gained in the exchange of knowledge 
of really experienced housekeepers.

Passage of Bill Apparently As- 
sured; Action Likely Before 
Summer Adjournment. 
TWO SITES CONSIDERED 
Both Well Situated on Wharf 
Property Owned by City 
in North St. Louis. 


Enough votes are pledged in the 
Board of Aldermen to insure the passage 
of the bill authorizing the erection and 
operation of a municipal plant for the 
reduction of garbage, it was learned by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. Seven- 
teen Aldermen now favor a municipal 
plant, within the city limits, and want 


action on the pending: bill before the 
| board's adjournment for the summer. 


This number is likely ‘to be increased 
to 22 by the time the measure is placed 
on its passage. 

Qbjections to locating the plant in the 
city will be anticipated by the Board of 
Public Service and Mayor Kiel | by 
pointing to at least two desirable wharf 
sites owned by the city in North St. 
Louis. 5 

What is regarded as the best site is 
that on a stretch of the wharf between 
Dixon and Mullanphy streets. This is a 
central location, east of an industria! 
district and several blocks from any 
retail center. There afe no residences 
within a quarter of a mile, 

The Board of Public Service has rec- 
ommended to the Aldermen that the 
plant should be where adequate ship- 
ping facilities can be obtained. The 
wharf between Dixon and Mullanphy 
streets is accessible to the river and to 
tracks of the Terminal Association and 
the Wabash and Burlington Railroads. 
If the Government would permit the 
city to build a dotk between the plant 
and the river, coal and other supplies 
could be delivered by water and the 
output of grease and fertilizer could 
be shipped by boat also. Spurs from 
the Terminal and Wabash tracks and 
from the St. Louis Transfer Railway, 
which the city recently acquired, could 
be extended to the plant to give addi- 
tional conveniences fof traffic to and 
from it. 

The wharf at this point is about 400 
feet wide for the whole distance of 800 
feet between Dixon to Mullanphy 
streets. If the Government would al- 
low the city to erect the plant and the 
dock as far east as the inner harbor 
line, the area of the ground available 
for buildings and tracks would be 320,- 
000 square feet. If the Government 
should refuse the permission there still 
would be plenty of space. 

A smaller area, but one large enouga 
to accomomdate the plant and track 
age, could be found on the wharf near 
Clinton street. This is south of the 
docks which the city now is building 
for river traffic. The site has plentiful 
facilities for shipping either by rail or 
water, but is not so centrallly situated 
as that between Mullanphy and Dixon 
streets.

MEXICO CITY PAPER CONTINUES 
TO URGE BREAK WITH GERMANY 


Strong German and Pro-German Pres- 
sure Said to Have Been Brought 
to Stop Campaign. 

MEXICO CITY, June 22.—Every pos- 
sible pressure, including financial offers, 
is reported to have been brought to 
bear by Germans and pro-Germans to 
stop the campaign of El Universal for 
the severance of relations with Ger- 
many. El Universal says that in the 
flood of comment which its stand has 
evoked, no paper or person has proposed 
that Mexico ally herself with the central 
Powers. 

The editorial declares that the opin- 
lons of intellectual leaders were pub- 
lished to give point to the papers cam- 
paign and that it was the purpose of the 
paper to give expressions of the real 
thinking people of Mexico. 

The discussion of the campaign has 
brought a renewal of charges that pro- 
German papers are being directly aided 
in their campaign against the United 
States by free print paper supplied by 
firms in the United States. Telegraphic 
news, written with the obvious purpose 
of misrepresenting the United States, 
comes from New York and apparently 
has no difficuity in passing the censor.

Hopes Own Wound Will Prove 
Fatal; Letter Declared She Had 
Won Veterinarian’s Affection. 


WAUKESHA, Wis., June 22.—Miss 
Grace Lusk, high school teacher, who 
yesterday shot and killed Mrs. Rob- 
erts, wife of Dr. David Roberts, for- 
mer State veterinarian, and then tried 
to kill herself by sending two tullets 
into her body, probably will recover, 
physicians said today. 

Dr. Roberts, who arrived at the 
house soon affer the shooting, asked 
Miss Lusk why she had killed his 


wife. 

„J didn't intend to, but just lost my 
head when she saii I couldn't have 
you,” she replied. 

To Dr. R. E. Davies and Chief of 
Police McKay, who had been sum- 
moned after the shooting, Miss Lusk 
said: 
J. am sorry for Mrs. Roberts. I 
hope my wounds are fatal. I never 
thought I could do it. I love Dr. 
Roberts and want him now and al- 
ways.” 1 
Mrs. Roberts went to the home of 
Miss Bianca Mils, where Mies Lusk 
lived, to keep an appointment with 
the latter. After Mrs. Roberts reached 
the Mills- residence, she called her 
husband on the telephone and asked 
that he come ahd be present at the 
conference. between herself and Miss 
Lusk. When he reached the houes 15 
minutes later he found his wife dead. 

A number of letters in Miss Lusk’s 
roont were taken charge of by the 
District Attorney, who said they led 
him to believe that Miss Lusk intend- 
ed to end her own life, but not to 
commit murder. 

A letter evidentiy written by Miss 
Lusk to Mrs. Roberts while the former 
was making a visit to Chicago receni- 
ly was made public. It read: 

At Has been a desire with me for a 
long time to tell you frankly about the 
state of affairs between Dr. Roberts 
and myself. I have asked him repeat- 
ediy to tell you the whole story, but 
you seem to have him terrorized to a 
pitiful degree. If I were to blame you 
for any one thing it would be for that 
You must have known for many years 
that there did not exiat between your 
husband and yourself the honest con- 
fidence that is essential in the higher 
state of marriage. 

“You must have known for a long 
time that your husband's affections had 
passed from you; that he cared for 
someone else. That is sufficient an- 
nulment of any marriage vow that ever 
was given.

“That is the way you respectable 
folk—good moral women—do things in 
order to keep your reputation and live 
lives of case. 

„In the eternal triangle our souls re- 
quire for their solution the elimination 
of one character.

FRANCE, June 22.—German prisoners 
taken in nightly raids by the British 
troops say they are being told anew 
that the allied offensive is definitely 


ended. They have been told this 80 
often they no longer believe what their 
officers say. 

From what officer prisoners say,. 
there is palpable nervousness all along 
the German line as to where the Brit 
ish will strike next. These officers 
frankly say that they, as well as the 
higher command, thought that the 
British, having chosen the Arras bat- 
tlefield for the beginning of their of- 
fensive, would have to continue the 
fight there, and that preparations nec- 
essary to a modern offensive made it 
virtuaily impossible to snift the front 
of attack, once it had been selected. 

There followed the attack on the Mes- 
sines Ridge to upset this theory, how- 
ever, so that now the Germans do not 
know jus: what to expect. Prisoners 
from the ranks,say they have been told 


sines Ridge were wholly repulsed, but 
that the truth is beginning to filter 
into the German army organization 
and to be appreciated at home, despite 
the efforts of the German press to con- 
ceal the fact and the significance of 
the British victory. 
Try to Conceal Gun Positions. 

The Germans still use dummy guns 
and dummy gun flashes in an attempt 
to conceal their real gun positions and 
to deceive the infantry as to the 
amount of the artillery support avail- 
Many dummy guns- were found 
during the German retreat from the 
Somme and now more are being dis- 


covered in the Messines-Wytschaete 
area. 
All the prisoners continue to dwell 


upon the feeling which exists between 


the German gunners and infantrymen. 


The gunners say the only excuse they 
can offer for lack of artillery support 
for the infantrymen is that they are 
not given a sufficient quantity of am- 
munition. Their shooting, however, is 
inaccurate, due to badly worn or other- 
wise defective weapons. They say that 
minor repairs to the guns are quickly 
made, but that more important work of 
relining barrels of badly damaged guns 
has become a matter of months. 

British air tactics are having a de- 
pressing effect upon German morale. 
This is portrayed in a captured letter, 
written by a soldier stationed opposite 
Ypres to his brother in the German fly- 
ing service. 


“English Play With Us.” 
“The English play with us, so to 


speak, says the letter. They fire con- 
tinually with their machine guns and 
artillery. Their airmen do what they 
like. Scarcely one of ours is to be seen, 
and if there are seven of ours and the 
English have five, ours bolt. There is 
never an air fight here, because our air- 
ren always bolt. English airmen are 
ever behind our lines. One day we had 
a nice bombardment. All the dugouts 
were blown, although they had concreted 
head covers a meter thick. This was 
due mainly to the work of the English 
airmen. 

“They are so bold and impudent that 
they came down to within 300 meters 
(225 yards) and fired on us with machine 
guns. None of our airplanes could make 
n show at fighting; they were driven off 
at once.“ |

men so as to impress the German troops 
o little more favorably, several German 
r.achines {lew quite low over the Brit- 
jeh lines east of Messines two days ago 
ord opened fire with machine guns.

WASHINGTON, June 22.— The Rus- 
sian mission, headed by Special Aimbes- 
sador B. A. Bakhmetieff, was ente:- 
tained by President Wilson at a state 
dinner at the White House last night. 
with members of the Cabinet, congres- 
sional leaders and high officials of the 
‘army and navy present. 

Ambassador Bakhmetieff has accept- 
ed an invitation from Vice President 
Marshall to address the Senate next 
Tuesday. He received un visit ‘fron: 
William J. Bryan yesterday afternoon. 

All classes in Russja, Ambassador 
Bakhmetieff said in a statement to the 
American people, are concentrated on 
the erormous tek of reconstruction 
nade necessary by the sweeping aways 
of the evils of the old regime, and al- 
ready noticeable results are apparent, 
especially in the army, under the ener- 
getic leadership of Minister Kerensky’. 
“tn behalf of the Russian Provisional! 
Government and in beha'f of all the 
woople of new Russia,“ sald Bakhme- 
tieff, I have been first of all sent here 
to express their gratitude to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States for the 
prompt recognition of-the new political 
order in Russia. This noble action of 
the world’s greutest demecracy has af- 
forded us strong mora’ stppurt and has 
created among our people a genera!

The provisional Government 
is conscious that the defeat of Russia 
and her allies would be the source of 
the greatest misery and would not only 
postpone but even make impossible the 
establishment of universal peace on a 
firm basis. The provisional Government 
is convinced that the revolutionary army 
of Russia will not allow the German 
troops to destroy our allies on the west- 
ern front and then fall upon us with 
the whole might of their weapons. The 
chief aim of the provisional Government 
will be to fortify the democratic foun- 
dations of the army. 

“The last decision of the Russian Con-

Delegates, the decision of the all-Russian

Arman eyes of rubber are 

taking the place of the old-style 
glass optic for wounded soldiers in Eu- 
rope. The rubber eyes have the advan- 
tage of being unbreakable, and as they 
are of pneumatic construction they 
maintain an elastic contact between 
the eyellds and the back of the orbitary 
cavity. 

To make the new rubber product, says 
Popular Science Monthly, a cast formed 
of liquid plaster is made of the orbi-| 
tary cavity and from this is construct- 
ead an eyeball, the face being of vul- 
cCanite. The front and back parts are 
made of soft rubber, there being a space 
between the two parts which is occu- 
pled by air, making the eyes pneumatic.
